‘This is where it all begins’

In dedicating the new, $6.3 
million library, Donald R. 
McNeil, Director of Califor- 
nia’s Postsecondary 
Education Commission, said, 
‘This is where it all begins for 
students."" McNeil believes 
that the truly educated person 
is the well-read person, and 
that ‘‘there must be a life of 
the mind for a life of action to 
be effective.”’ 

Addressing a crowd of 
about 150, McNeil stressed the 
importance of a library to both 
the school and community. He 
said the mind must be 


nourished about things of the 
past and present and that the 
library can offer 
nourishment. 

McNeil told the audience 


this 





that over the last 10 years 
there have been a number of 
changes in postsecondary 
education. The broadening of 
mass education, changes in 
student career interests and 
the revolution in politics and 
humen rights are just some of 
these changes. 

“Despite these changes, 
the basic problem of preser- 
ving the quality which higher 
education is known for stii! ex- 
ists," MeNeil said. However, 
he added, the library con- 
tinues to be the symbo! of 
tradition. 

McNeil said that ‘‘picking 
up a book will change the per- 
son. It will force one to see how 
they feel about life, liberty and 
humanity.” 

Prior to McNeil’s speech, 
University Librarian Gordon

P. Martin discussed the 
philosophy of the new-library 
“The library is not a social 
hall or recreation area, it’s a 
facility for study,’’ he said 

Martin said the library was 
designed to prevent visual and 
audio disturbances as much as 
possible, as weil as offer 
Students various ways to 
study. These options include 
individual carrels, group 
study rooms, conference 
rooms, informal study spaces 
and media service carrels. 

Included in the dedication 
ceremony was the presen- 
tation of $1,000 by Robin Allen 
of the CSUS Alumni As- 
sociation to be used toward the 
purchase of a sculpture to be 
erected in front of the library 
plaza.

A different way to study 





A facet of the new library 
which may be unfamiliar to 
many students is the audio- 
visual center, located on the 
third floor of the newly opened 
building 

A complex of work-study, 
audio-visual ‘‘carrels’’ con- 
tains a variety of new elec- 
tronic apparatus, and can ac- 
commodate as many as 24 
students at one time 

Some of the carrels contain 
audio cassette record 
/playback systems; others 
carousel slide projectors; but 
perhaps the most interesting 
feature is the video system. 

A battery of video-cassette 
record/playback decks is 
housed in the audio-visual of- 
fice, and through the built-in 
color TV monitors in many of 
the carrels as student can 
view pre-recorded — video- 
cassettes on a variety of sub- 
jects, record programs off the 
air for later playback, or view 
video-cassettes brought in 
from outside sources 

A few of the study moduals 
vontain built-in video-cassette 
decks that have just recently 
been installed for student 
operation, but as of now the 
equipment is operated from a 
master-contro! switchboard 
manned by the library's AV 
staff 

The video capability is an 
important part of the services 
offered by the library and as 
the tape library expands, it 
will be possible to view tapes 
concerning many fields of 
study, and as a convenient 
means of recording and stor- 
ing important programs 
recorded off the air as they are 
presented on local TV 
Stations, or tapes of campus 
productions recorded by the 
Communications 
Department.

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Convocation and concert highlight Copland’s visit

At last Thursday’s con- 
vocation and at the concert of 
the following evening, univer- 
sity audiences got an excellent 
overview of the art of one of 
America’s most important 
musical figures. 


From the humor and 
lightness of the American 
Songs to the ponderous 
gravity of Fanfare for the 
Common Man, Aaron 
Copland’s music displays the 
primary virtue of clarity of 
thought, brought to life by a 
highly polished technique and 
sure craftsmanship. 


This was also revealed in 
his conducting style at 
Friday’s concert at Fremont 
Presbyterian Church. 
Copland’s crystalline clarity 
of line and emphasis on 
precise execution places him 
among the descendants of 
Haydn and Mozart. 


The Fanfare for the Com- 
mon Man opened the concert, 
followed by the Preambie fora 
Solemn Occasion. These 
works are both of the same 
noble cast. Though they are 
scored for symphonic band, 
brasses and tympani 
dominate, moving most often 
in parallel harmonies, with

the angular phrases 
punctuated by frequent, 
portentuous blasts on tympani 
and bass drum. The Preamble 
contains the opening 
sentences of the United 
Nations Charter, read Friday 
night by faculty member

The band also played a 
later Copland work entitled 
Emblems. This is a pleasingly 
dissonant work that at times 
brings back the spirit of Ives, 
especially in the fast middle 
section. 


The sound of the symphonic 
band in these works was ex- 
emplary. Balance and clarity 


were its chief virtues, all. 


realized under Copland’s 
ciscerning baton. The bright 
acoustics at Fremont, though 
they made for some weird 
effects during the second half, 
definitely contributed for the 
better here. 


Each of these three works 
bespeaks of exalted clas- 
sicism, noble and profound, 
that will probably be 
Copland’s chief legacy to the 
history of 20th century music. 


The second half opened 
with El Salon Mexico, one of 
the composer’s most popular 
scores. This work hops with 
considerable aplomb from the 
witty to the sentimental and 
back again. Evoking popular 
music in (for the most part) 
triadic harmonies, its success 
with today’s somewhat 
beleaguered audiences is not 
difficult to explain. 


Friday night, the work 
sounded at times more dis- 
sonant than the composer 
intended, largely because of 
unclear ensemble playing. 


The unconventionally small 
size of the orchestra, coupled 
with the afcrementioned 
acoustics, made intonational 
errors stand out. When tex- 
tures are thinnest, as in the 
early and later middle sec- 
tions, the musica! edifice 
proved shaky indeed. But the 
general euphoria of the 
audience made it excusable. 


The concert concluded with 
a suite from Copland’s opera 
The Tender Land. This work in 
my view will prove much less 
durable as time passes than 
the rest of Friday night's 
program. It deals with life on 
the farm, moralizing in a 
rather dated way. Such lines 
as 

“Women love a life that’s easy 

Churning butter, milking cows” 





SAT TTR ECT OCS TEI ELE 
are particularly exasperating 


to proselytizers for feminine 
equality. 


In any case, the choir, 
chorus and orchestra did a 
good job with it. Dynamic con- 
trol was particularly notewor- 
thy, as the concert choir gave 
the overall sound a good shot 
in the arm. 


During intermission, CSUS 
President James Bond 
presented Copland with a 
commendatory resolution 
from the California State 
Legislature.

Thomas Gentry on the piano. 
Clayson’s reading of the songs 
was rather nightbluccy, em- 
phasizing the humorous 
triviality of such jewels as the 
onomatopoeic ‘‘I Bought Me A 
ca” 


The Quiet City, for string 
orchestra, and the Duo for 
Flute and Piano strike a con- 
tasting, contemplative mood. 
The duo, for example, evokes 
pastoral sonorities with a 
florid melodic line, and makes 
liberal use of canonic 
imitation. Edna Comerchero 
on flute and Frank Wasko at 
the piano interpreted it with 
taste and sensitivity. 


The mood of The Quiet City 
is tranquil to the point of 
fragility. Evocative and at- 
mospheric, it requires a light 
touch by all concerned, and 
Copland himself brought it to 
life from the conductor's 


podium. 


Before the concert, 
Copland addressed some 
general remarks on the art of 
composing to the moderate- 





sized crowd in the men’s gym. 


According to Copland, com- 
posers are engaged in ‘‘setting 
down what it seems to be like 
to be alive today.’’ They are 
thus in a ‘‘continouus state of 
self-discovery.’’ Copland 
believes that every age needs 
its artists, and it is up to the 
public to educate itself, so that 
“music will speak in an im- 
portant way.” 


He spoke briefly of the 
mystical power that music 
has. ‘You start hanging 
around the piano”’ he says, at- 
tracted by nothing more than 
the sounds. Soon enough, 
you're tapping out your own 
tunes. 


His concluding remarks 
dealt again with the act of 
creation. ‘‘You can’t compose 
when you're down in the 
dumps,’’ Copland _ said, 
something that Tchaikovsky, 
Mahler and even Beethoven 
would disagree with. ‘‘Every 
act of creation is an af- 
firmative act,’’ and as long as 
it remains so, music will 
flourish as an art.
